rt Decisions 


May Govern Course Of 
1936 Session Of Congress 


WASHINGTON, Dec. 30 Wiash- 
ington’s perennial big show on 
Capitol Hill will open at noon, | 
Friday, January 8, with mystery 
shrouding’ the prospective perform 
ance by a cast of 94 senators and 
432 representatives, 

The senate seats formerly oc- 
cupied by Huey Long, the master 
show man, and Senator Schall, 
another “new deal” foe, will be 
vacant, as will the seats of three 


representatives, 

To a yreater extent than any 
national legislature within the} 
memory ot observers here and! 
perhaps in congressional history, | 
the seventy-fourth congress will 
convene for its second session with 
widespread uncertainty as to what | 
its major mission will prove to be, 

Not until the verdicts of tne 
U. S. supreme court on measures 
touching the economic interests or | 
millions of American citizens have 
been handed down can a lepisla- 
tive ‘must’ program be planned, 

Although President Roosevelt, 
who has promised a decreasing 
deficit, can map for the congress 
a budgetary blueprint or suggest 
revisions in existing laws here and 
there, the legislative schedule to 
deal with the embattled AAA and 
other prime elements of the ‘new 
deal” must await the action of 
the high court. 

The momentous decision on the 
validity of AAA, involving pro- 
cessing taxes which provide hun- 
dreds of millions of dollars to fi- 
nance crop control, may be return- 
ed soon after the court reconvenes 
on January 6 following its abbre- 
viated Christmas recess. Should 
the court find AAA unconstitu- 
tional, congress would be plunged 
immediately into a struggle to 
evolve a new farm relief program. 

Decisions affecting the validity 
of the publie utility, the Tennes- 
see Valley Authority and the Guf- 
fey coal control measures also } 
are expected this winter. The so- 
cial security law and the Wagner| 
lahor disputes act possibly may 
be passed upon by the court be- 
fore congress adjourns. Should 
any of these be declared invalid, 
efforts may be made to reenact 
them in constitutional form. 

Barly action is expected in con- 
gress on the soldiers’ bonus, af- 
fecting millions of World War 
veterans and their families direct- 
ly as cash beneficiaries and mil-j; 
lions of federal government tax- 
payers indirectly. Advocates of 
immediate payment of the bonus 
express confidence in victory at 
this session, even if the President 
vetoes the bill. 

Fireworks are in prospect along 
other congressional lines. Inves- 
tigation of munitions makers’ ac- 
tivities, with J. P. Morgan fea- 
tured as the chief witness before 
a senate committee and inquiries 
into alleged lobbying enterprises 
by so-called “big business” groups, 
are slated for resumption. 

Among the latter may be the 
American Liberty League and 
some business organizations which 
may be accused by “new deal” 
congressmen of going beyond sneie 
normal scope in engaging in po- 
litical activities hostile to the 
Roosevelt administration. 

An important job will be the 
drafting of a neutrality act to take 
the place of the emergency meas- 
ure which was enacted last sum- 
mer and expires on February 26. 
More or less related to the peaec 
program will be national defense 
measures with the prospect of a 
drive in congnress for money to 
obtain 800 new fighting planes for 
the Army. 

Further provisions to care for 
those on relief, coupled with press- 
ure from various sources to re- 
duce governmental indebtedness, 
now past the $30,000,000,000 murk, 
are considered certain to precipi- 
tate stormy debate. Backers of 
the Townsend pensign plan are 
expected to go into action in the 
cloak rooms if not on the floor of 
the house. 

Labor has been preparing to re- 
new its drive for the 30-hour 
week and to defend legislative 
gains as represented by the Wag- 
ner labor disputes bill and the 
Guffey coal regulation measure. In 
the background also is the Ameri-

The instruments, four in num- 
ber, inelude two violins, a viola, 
and violoncello, made by Anntonius 
Stradivarius, most famous of all 
violin makers, at Cremona, Italy, 
between the years of 1697 and 
1727. One of the violins was form- 
erly owned by Richard Wagner; 
the other being from the collection 
of Arthur Betts, a London dealer, 
who purchased it in 1820. 

The viola is one of only eleven 
instruments of this type known to 
have been made by the Cremona 
master, and was at one time in the 
Wanamaker collection, The violon- 
cello was once the property of 
Count Castelbarco of Milan, 

Violins by Stradivarius have 
been sold for $10,000 or more, and 
those made by him during his 
best period haye never been 
equalled for tone-producing quali- 
ties, elegance of form, or beauty 
of workmanship. 

He was born in 1644 and lived 
to the age of 98, During his long 
life he is estimated to have made 
as many as 2,000 instruments, but 
comparatively few of them are 
now in existence. Many imitations 
of his violins have been made and 
sold as genuine, but experts have 
no difficulty in detecting those 
that are spurious.

LEADING VARIETIES 
OF CORN ARE GIVEN 


AUBURN, Ala,—Leading varie- 
ties of corn for the different sec- 
tions of Alabama have been an- 
nounced by the Experiment Sta- 
tion of the Alabama Polytechnic 
Institute. 

Corn variety tests were con- 
ducted on sub-stations and experi- 
mental fields of the different sec- 
tions of Alabama by H. B. Tisdale, 
plant breeder at Auburn, in coop- 
eration with J. T. Williamson, Au- 
burn; J. P. Wilson, Headland; Fred 
Stewart, Belle Mina, and R. C. 
Christopher, Crossville. 

The report names the five lead- 
ing varieties for North, Central 
and South Alabama in bushels of 
corn per acre as they showed up 
in the tests. 

For North Alabama the five 
leading varieties were Neal's Pay- 
master, 36.9; Douthit (Douthit), 
36.5; Mosby (Graham), 36.3; 
Brooks’ Prolific, 36.1; Locker’s 
Yellow, 35.7. 

For Central Alabama the five 
leading varieties were Brooks’ Pro- 
lific, 33.7; Mosby (Graham), 33.6; 
Douthit (Douthit), 33.3; Whatley 
(Hudson), 33.1; Indian Chief (Ki- 
ker), 32.9. 

For South Alabama the five 


leading varieties were Douthit 
(Douthit), 36.4; Hastings, 36.3; 
Whatley (Whatley Bros.), 35.1; 


Douthit (Marrett), 34.6; Whatley 
(Hudson), 34.4,

SIMPLE METHOD GIVEN 
FOR THROWING BULLS 


AUBURN, Ala.--When a bull or 
ox has to be thrown off his feet 
he should be thrown so that the 
animal nor the thrower receives 
injuries, 

A simple method for doing this 
is recommended by Dr, I, S. Mec- 
Adory, acting state veterinarian, 
It is known as the Rueff's method 
and is described as follows: 

Use a rope about 30 feet in 
length, at one end of which is a 
loop that is passed over the horns. 
Then pass the rope between the 
horns, run along the neck and 
make a turn around the neck just 
in front of the shoulder; pass the 
rope over withers, where it makes 
another turn around the chest; 
and then run along the back until 
it makes a third turn around the 
flanks, 
is then carried back on either the 
right or left side of the hind quar- 
ter, the side depending upon which 
side of the animal is desired up. 
One assistant controls the head of 
the animal, while two others pull 
the rope backward steadily and 
without jerking so as to compress 
the body. In a few seconds the 
animal will lie down quietly. 

The front legs should be tied 
with a rope and pulled forward 
and the rear limbs tied and pulled 
backward.

NEW YORK CITY.— (AP) --The 
most dramatic story of the year 
1955 to American newspaper read- 
ers was the tragic death of Will 
Rogers and Wiley Post in an air- 
pline near Point Barrow, Alaska, 

Rogers, the humorist, motion 
pieture fetor and newspaper col- 
umnist, and Post, the globe-cirel- 
ingy aviator, were known in virtual- 
ly every home in this country, and 
beyond; their fame was world- 
wide, 

This was the greatest spontane- 
ous news story of the year. It 
was the story with the greatest 
reader appeal, A glance at cir- 
culation figures throughout the 
country shows more newspapers 
were sold on this story than on 
any other one news event of the 
year, 

Ranking a close second in dra- 
matic appeal was the trial, end- 
ing in conviction and death sen- 
tence, of Bruno Richard Haupt- 
mann, charged with the kidnap- 
murder of Charles A. Lindbergh, 
Jr., in the thrill-packed Fleming- 
ton, N, J., court room. 

After his removal to the death 
house in the State penitentiary 
came the fight to save him from 
the electric chair. An appeal to 
the State's highest court was lost. 
The United States Supreme Court 
refused to review the case. 

The third greatest dramatic 
story of the year was the assassi- 
nation of Senator Huey P. Long, 
in Baton Rouge, by Dr, C. A, 
Weiss, a young physician, shot to 
death on the spot by Long's body- 
guards, 

This ranks next to the Rogers- 
Post crash in spontaneous stories,

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Defiant Roosevelt Speech 


Before Congress Sounds 
War Text For New Deal 


WASHINGTON, Jan, 4.-— New! 


Dealers and their foes leaped to 
the campaign wars today under 
the spur of a defiant speech in 
which President Roosevelt slashed 
at his opposition as “entrenched 
greed” seeking to ‘enslave’ the 
people and compared it to foreign 
“autocracy” plunging toward 
world strife, 


The echoes of the executive's 


voice, castigating dictatorships 


abroad and challenging his crities 
to try and wipe out the whole new 


deal, had hardly died away last 
night in a house of representa- 
tives, crammed with a _ color- 
Splashed assemblage, than a min- 
gled chorus of praise and denunci- 
ation was heard in the capital. 


Democratic supporters hailed it 
in such terms as “a wonderful, 


for the unusual occasion, sat 
gravely following her husband's 
words from an advance text. She 
wore a black hat, dress of dark 
blue, with collar of lighter blue. 

At the door there was a minia- 
ture riot for a moment when po- 
lice barred an eager throng whieh 
tried to crowd in on the heels of 
the long procession of senators, 
who walked over from their own 
chamber just before the speech. 

Two minutes of applause, shouts 
and stamping greeted the Presi- 
dent as he appeared on the ros- 
trum, removed his wrist watch and 
laid it on the table before be- 
ginning, 

As he proceeded, laughter broke 
out at one point. This was when 
he mentioned that this was the 
“iiual message on the “state of

To Republican Chairman Henry P. 


Fletcher the speech was “a chal- 
lenge to a straw man to submit 


to a subservient and gagged con- 


gress the favorite socialistic fea- 
tures of the New Deal.” 
All agreed that his message on 


“the state of the union,”’ delivered 


to an extraordinary joint session 


of congress and to a radio audi- 
ence over much of the world, was 
the “fightingest” speech the Presi-| 


dent has made. It was considered 


certain to be the “source book” for 


New Deal orators, high and low, 
from now until November. 


Almost overshadowing in signifi- 


cance the President's denunciation 
of the domestic enemies as “politi- 


cal puppets” preparing ‘shackles 
for the liberties of the people” was 
the criticism of authoritarian re- 
-gimes abroad, This criticism, 
sharper than is usually levelled at 
foreign governments by a nation’s 
head, prefaced the President's out 


of a neutrality policy involving: 


1. Refusal to “encourage the 
prosecution of war" by permitting 
belligerents to obtain war's im- 


plements from America; 


2. A program to discourage 
shipment of other essential war 
materials except “our normal ex- 


ports to them in time of peace;” 


3. “Adequate defense to save 
ourselves from embroilment and 


attack;” 


4, “Legitimate assistance’ to 
persuade foreign nations to be 


peaceful. 

Speaking to a chamber alter- 
nately hushed and ringing with 
the applause of his supporters, 
President Roosevelt said “many 


rulers in Europe and Asia have 
not pointed the way either to 


peace or good-will.” 


Some nations, he said, are ‘“dom- 
inated by the twin spirits of autoc- 
racy and aggression” and their 
people, deprived of democracy, 


“follow blindly and fervently the 
lead of those who seek autocratic 
power.” 

The President did not mention 
Mussolini’s Italy, MHitler’s Ger- 


many, or any other nation by 


name, saying only that his words 


would be unpopular “in any nation 
that chooses to fit this shoe to 


its foot.” 
Although some Republicans have 


joined the Democrats in praising 


the President’s remarks on world 
affairs, there was some criticism. 
Senator Hastings (R), Delaware, 
said they were “unnecessary, un- 
becoming and possibly dangerous.” 
On the other hand, Senator Gib- 
onson (R), Vermont, asserted “TI 
am in accord with what he said 
on maintaining the peace of the 
world.” 

The President did not name the 
domestic foes he accused of “‘steal- 
ing the livery of great national 
constitutional ideals to serve dis- 
credited special interests.” But 
some of his supporters immediate- 
ly said that his targets were such
